TOWN  AFFAIR*.

It  would  eeem  a  very  proper  time  now, 
when  all  kind*  oi  secular  business  are 
measurably  at  a  oiaud  atilt,  lor  citizens  to 
give  tome  thought  and  attention  to  inter- 
eat*  of  the  town. 

la  it  not  here  that  we  are  to  look  for  the 
tint  manifeatatiooa  of  true  patriotism  1 
And  if  i i  be  not  found  here  what  eigtiily 
the  loud  praliag*  of  politician*  about  our 
^iorioua  country,  our  free  institution*,  <>ur 
liberal  principle*,  and  our  Doble  ancestry  I 
Are  no*  the  State  government*  and  tin- 
national  government  me  result  and  conse¬ 
quence,  the  offspring  and  product  of  the 
town  development  I  IVhat  a  right  minded 
parent  would  wish  hi*  child  to  be  lie  rn 
deavora  u>  illustrate  in  his  own  example 
and  commend  to  the  admiration  and  affix 
tion  ot  hi*  child  by  hi*  own  spirit  and  *p 
proval.  So,  that  which  good  and  iutelli 
gent  c.itiaena  desire  the  State  and  the  Na¬ 
tion  to  become,  they  should  seek  tu  cum 
pliiy  in  their  town  sad  excite  admiration 
for  by  exhibiting  at  home  as  perfect  a 
model  as  possible.  Our  futurt  statesmen 
are  developed  and  trained  first  in  the  town¬ 
ship.  The  elements  ol  political  knowledge 
are  to  be  taught  here.  And  the  very  first, 
the  underlying  principle*  of  all,  are  reerr- 
once  /or  authority,  eubmieeien  to  law,  retpoct 
for^Ke  opinion*  and  right*  of  other*.  Our 
youth  of  both  atpi-a  should  be  faithfully 
disc  plined  by  parent*  and  teachers  on 
tbeae  great  and  fundamental  principle*  of 
government.  Out  even  this  ia  not  enough; 
for  a  growing  indifference  and  neglect  ol 
this  early  training  for  years  past  give  u* 
now  an  adnlt  population  largely  selfish, 
claniah  and  partizan;  chit  fly  intent  on 
gain,  testing  merit  not  by  mental  or  moral 
worth  but  by  the  bends  and  stocks  in  Safe, 
the  unincumbured  real  estate  on  record, 
and  4he  Credit  balance  in  Bank.  There¬ 
fore  not  only  shonld  wise  and  patriotic  in¬ 
struction  be  inculcated  in  our  youth  but 
it  is  requisite  that  we  ourselves  should  as¬ 
siduously  cherish  and  xcatously  practice  the 
sentiments  we  desire  them  to  learn.  They 
will  never  know  to  respect  authority  if 
paraata  art  lax  in  requiring  it,  or  them 
selvae  reckless  ia  ■  speaking  evil  of  digni¬ 
ties.” 

We  throw  outthase  hints  in  this  place 
because,  if  we  expect  ever  to  *ee  our  nation 
•tnd  our  State  treading  again  ths  paths  of 
political  wisdom  and  virtue,  restraining 
vice,  punishing  crime,  shrinking  from  cor. 
ruption,  m  must  begin  the  reform  in  our 
town*.  Of  the  kind  and  character  of  men 
we  need  for  the  various  town  office*  it  will 
l*i  neceaaary  for  us  toon  to  inquire.  We 
shall  treat  of  that  in  another  paper,  a 
week  or  two  hence,  and  would  respectful¬ 
ly  invite  communications  on  the  subject 
from  observing,  thoughtful,  interested  citl- 
zeua.  It  ia  a  matter  of  the  deepest  con¬ 
cern  to  oar  towns,  for  the  sake  of  their 
credit,  their  example,  and  their  interests. 
Meanwhile  it  ie  important  for  us  to  con- 
ider  what  our  reel  condition  is.  However 
much  soem  of  us  msy  regret,!  be  change, it  is 
evident  that  we  are  not  the  cottUnltd,  pas 
sive,  rural  people  who  formerly  dwelt  here, 
pursuing  the  even  tenor  ol  their  way,  nn 
disturbed  by  excitement  from  the  world  ot 
Activity  and  strife  beyond  The  metrnpol 
itan  human  tide*  have  fl  iwed  n  upon  our 
valleys  and  hillside*,  bringing  their  living 
Criigbtaof  intelligence,  enterprise,  activity 
and  refinement  to  multiply  our  population, 
build  up  our  villages  and  establish  thickly 
here  the  many  happy,  attractive  home* 
Which  give  celebrity  to  Bloomfield  and 
Montclair  „ 

Their  rapid  growth,  aad  Increasing  dm 
nty  necessitate  many  wants  aad  conveni 
•non*  that  were  not  requisite  before,  flani 
tary  m caserne  are  now  demanded  that  can 
not  be  long  neglected  With  impunity 
Personal  protection  and  social  facilities  and 
comfort*  are  desiderata  of  the  first  tnagni 
ttide.  It  it  true  we  have  made  considers 
hie  progress  in  these  ruspecte,  but  it  is  our 
privilege  as  taxpayers  and  voting  dltiien* 
to  iaqnira  what  powers  we  have  to  secure 
protection  end  enforce  advantageous  and 
Indispensable  improvements.  It  ia  proper 
that  we  should  know  what  additional 
legislation  may  be  Beaded  for  our  towns 
and  that  we  take  prompt  me  isuret 
secure  it.  It  is  also  our  duty  tA  consider 
What  our  town  officers  have  been  doing  for 
ua  during  the  year,  and  it  ws  find  they 
-  have  been  diligent,  devoted  and  wise,  to 
give  them  the  coaMtondatiotb  due  to  their 
fidelity.  Nut  if  w*  find  thnt  they  hew 
evinced  incapacity  Tor  the  high  trust  w« 
I. ad  devolved  npoa  them,  Judged  on  th< 
infallible  test  of  fruit*,  then  wa  shall 
advised  ia  time  to  employ  others  who  will 
take  Kroader  and  more  adequate  vie  we  ol 
owr  Iowa  interest*.  We  cannot  afford  to 
let  year  after  year  go  by  with  lmportaat 
measure*  legging  or  laid  over  without  ne 
naaatly  or  snfllcient

The  Rev.  Henry  W.  Ballantine  was  call¬ 
ed  on  the  lflth.  of  June  last  and  entered 
upon  the  pastorate  on  the  Sth.  of  July 
The  repair*  ot  the  church  which  were  com 
menced  soon  after  have  caused  the  post 
ponement  of  the  formal  and  official  induc¬ 
tion  ceremonies.  - 

The  time  fot  which  many  heart*  had 
been  waitiug  at  length  arrived.  The 
church  was  renovated,  painted  and  fur¬ 
nished  and  appeared  Iresh  and  cheery. 
Notice  had  been  published  in  all  the  put- 
pits  and  thl  programme  arranged  for 
Wednesday  evening.  The  pulpit  was  beau¬ 
tifully  decorated  w-th  flow.-ra  and  ever¬ 
greens,  conspicuously  displaying  against 
the  wall  behind,  the  emblematic  cross, 
stare  and  circles,  all  mod*  ot  Christmas 
greens  tLd  the  significant  letter*  I.  II.

The  play*  depended  upon  for  support  are 
impure,  either  in  plot,  incident*  or  Uu 
guage,  or  by  iusiuuatiou.  The  impurity 
is  an  essential  cuudiuon  ol  the  bndnea* 
success  of  the  establishment  The  history 
of  the  drams  ia  a  constant  illnstratiou  of 
the  truth  of  this  statement.  The  apolo¬ 
gies  offered  tor  retaining  tmd  plays  «n  the 
stage,  era  a  proof  or  it.  We  see  them  al¬ 
most  daily.  "-The  Uieatr-  must  be  mode 
to  pay.  Thus*  plays  make  it  par.  Y’ou 
connot  expect  ua  to  produce  high-toned 
plats  before  crnpiy  benches. 

Thera  is  hardly  a  auccesalul  play  in  ex- 
istenc*  which  has  Rot  in  it  something  to 
make  culture  and  virtue  bhish.

Thu  lack  of  high  toned  theatres  aud 
moral  and  instructive  plays  ri  ottv-ned 
excused  by  the  complaint  that  when  they 
are-  produced  the  cliuich  will  not  patronize 
Hum;  tin  ri  hire  entertainment*  ol  an  in 
lerior  character  must  lie  given,  adapted  to 
Ihetadeuf  those  who  attend  riiem.  We 
do  not  see  that  this  bints  against  tbe 
church,  or  that  it  ba»  any  f  ore  except  to 
support  the  argument  we  have  made.  It 
ih  -  church  and  people  of  pure  culture 
will  Dot  attend  a  theatre  which  has  l»ecn 
shaped  to  suit  their  supposed  Views,  it  ia 
pl.UII  that  these  1  liases  do  not  suit  tile 
theatre  at  all.
